Aside from a few thanks to the range 
operators we do little to express our ap- 
preciation to those who are behind the 
scenes of any event. There are dozens of 
people who take time off, often with no 
pay, to assist in the running of benchrest 
matches. They do not look for thanks or 
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a reward as they simply like to do what 
they do for us. How important are they to 
us? 

Without them slaving in the hot sun, in 
the wind and in the rain there would be 
no benchrest matches. The game simply 
could not go on with the few ranges that 
can afford to pay their help well. Some 
clubs pay the help but that is often less 
than the helper would make if he, or she, 
were to stay at work for those days. None 
of these people would have it any other 
way for they thoroughly enjoy what they 
do for us. 

How often have you taken time to 
thank one of them for what they are 
doing for us? | have on occassion but it 
is not enough to let them really know 
what we feel‘about their service to all of 
us. Let us all resolve to pay a bit more at- 
tention to those who work for us during 
1980. Buy one of them a lunch, a cold 
drink or just take time to say ‘Thank 
You!’’ to some of the finest people in the 
game. Without them it would not be. 


* * * * 


Often we get involved in the reporting 
of these matches and all that we see are 
the aggregates of the top 10 or less. That 
is great and it inspires all of us to do bet- 
ter so that we can be in the printed re- 
port. Often we make it but there are 
many times when doing our best is not 
good enough for that and we yell and 
holler about how terrible we have been 
shooting. Are we really? For a quick 
refresher | took some recent shoot re- 
ports and did some averaging to come 
up with what is par for the day. 

Often a new shooter is scared away by 
the fact that all he, or she, reads is the 
top 5 with numbers that are so far out of 
this shooter's potential that attendance 
at a shoot is cancelled till some magic 
wand is waved and groups which meet 
the magic numbers in these pages sud- 
denly appear. To be fair to that shooter 
we present these figures. If he, or she, 
can beat them by only a little it will place 
that shooter in the top 1/2 of most rifle 
matches. Here they are: 

At 100 yards the half way point will 
usually be about .3500 to .3800 depend- 
ing upon conditions more than competi- 
tive class, although the Heavy Varmint 
will usually be the smaller. 

At 200 yards the middle half of the 
competition will be running along at 
about .5700 to .6200 with some matches 
seeing much larger numbers than that. 
That is the surprising figure for everyone 
thinks that the whole crew is shooting in 
3’s and 4’s at 200 yards. There are more 
who are not than there are who are 
achieving that magic score. 


Doing the looking at the Grand Ag- 
gregates finds .4500 to .5000 being good 
enough to make the top half of most 
events. 

The top half of most 2 Gun Aggregates 
will take only .4700. How many of us cry 
for hours over a .4700? 

Granted there are some few days 
when the whole crew is hot, mother 
nature is taking another nap and the top 
20 is under .3000 at 100 yards. These are 
the exceptions and their appearance on 
a shoot report does not really give an in- 
dicator of what the new shooter can ex- 
pect. 

On the other hand, when things go 
bad with the weather and the top shooter 
cards a .6100 at 200 yards this might 
offer too much encouragement to the 
new man in town. On these days he will 
be lucky to hit the target. Thank heaven 
that these days not come along very 
often. Once is too often for those days in 
the opinion of most shooters. This game 
is supposed to be fun. 

Perhaps these numbers will be 
enough of an attraction to lure one of 
those bashful souls out of the local 
ranges. It is the opinion of many of us 
who are close to benchrest that there are 
about 10 benchrest rifles in use at local 
clubs for each one that appears on a 
competitive range. Preparing one of 
these shooters to tackle the game com- 
petitively will be all too easy if these 
numbers do the trick. | hope that they 
will at least cause the new shooter to 
take a second look before he gathers up 
the gear and heads for the local range. If 
they do they were well worth the space 
in this column.

Our French contemporaries have been 
very active during the past year and are, 
at this time, affiliating with the IBS 
family. George Cunnington has been our 
primary contact with the French 
Benchrest shooters. They have received 
government approval as an association 
and are now in a position to expand their 


activities throughout France. We hope 
that affiliation can be completed shortly 
so that the French benchresters can join 
in this year’s Postal Matches. | might add 
that George has requested that any IBS 
member who might visit France contact 
him.

The benchrest range for the first French competition is shown. Note the variety of equipment 
and the unique layout of the range, which is apparently done to save space. 
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On May 5 and 6 a match was held at 
200 yards with 19 competitors using the 
IBS 200 yard target fired at 200 me- 
ters, five shots in ten minutes. Equip- 
ment used was sorted in weight and 
design as well as by case selection. 
George Cunnington, shooting a .308 
Winchester 40X-BR rifle, 168 gr. Sierra 
bullets and using a Leupold 24 scope, 
won the impressive 1st. place trophy 
with an aggregate of 15.48 mm (.5573”’ at 
200 yards). Mr. Boulay was 2nd. shoot- 
ing a .222 and Sierra 52 gr. bullets under 
a Leupold 24 with a 17.45 mm (.6282’’). 
Mr. Molliex was 3rd. with a 19.04 mm 
(.6854’’), his rifle a 7 mm Remington 
Mag. in a Mauser action, Hornady 162 
grain bullets and a Tasco 18X scope. If 
we consider that this group is just start- 
ing, with little more than a year’s ex- 
perience, these scores are most respec- 
table. 

Along with a recent letter and shoot- 
ing report from George came some 
photos of the French match in May. One 
of these photos shows a very unique 
reloading press made by a Mr. Llunell 
that indicates the French reputation for 
fine machine work is active in the new 
association. The assembly incorporates 
a die, a powder measure and a floating 
shell holder. Workmanship looks out- 
standing. | suspect we will see some 
very unique reloading equipment and ri- 
fles developed in France. The French 
Association has adopted the IBS rule 
book and will, therefore, carry on the 
process of standardization of rifles, 
equipment and match procedures. This 
is very important to benchrest activities 
throughout the world for successful 
growth and expansion of our match ac- 
tivities in the future. 

We send the new French Benchrest 
Association our very best regards and 
look forward to their success and 
growth. 


Benchrest Headlines — 
25 Years Ago 


“Shooter's News’’ continued with 
Phil Teachout, Lyndon, Vt. editor and 
Larry Moore, Aberdeen, Md. associate 
editor. Bench rest shooters 
“purchased” a few pages in it every 
month as an outlet for their news. 


Ed McNally was elected president of 
the organization for 1955, Fowler Pol- 
ing was elected vice-president 
and Phil Teachout was re-elected Sec- 
retary-Treasurer. The Directors, 
among other things, decreed that all 
competitors must complete their 
string of fire within the time limit with 
no exceptions. Earlier, Sam Clark had 
the misfortune of getting a bullet stuck 
in his barrel from a cartridge without a 
powder charge and was DNQ’D for not 
firing his required shots within the 
time limit. Sam was a VIP at the time 
and protested his DNQ. Was it

sabotage, an act of God or an empty 
powder measure? Only the ““Shadow’”’ 
knows. Personally | think Sam forgot 
to throw one. In any event he was 
DNQ’D. 


Robert W. Smith, Dallas, Texas 
renewed interest in adopting the 
minute of angle method of calculating 
aggregates. The prevailing method up 
through 1954 was simply to add the 
100 yard aggregate in inches to the 
200 yard aggregate in inches and 
dividing this sum by two. Thus if a 
shooter fired an aggregate of 0.352” at 
100 yards and a group average of 
1.158” at 200 yards, his score was 
posted at 0.352+1.158/2 equals 
0.755”. Smith claimed, and rightly so, 
that this method lent too much weight 
to the 200 yard score. After all, he 
complained, angular dispersion of

POWDER STABILITY 


| have a question dealing with the 
stability and deterioration of smokeless 
powder. A friend recently complained of 
buying a can of IMR-4227 and finding 
the inside of the can rusty. The powder 
gave off a fine dust when poured into the 
measure. He has since transferred the 
powder to another container and is 
using it with no apparent ill effect on ac- 
curacy (cast bullets). 

Later, | opened a can of IMR-4198 that 
| bought in 1975 and had stored in the 
recommended ‘‘cool, dry place.’ Upon 
breaking the seal and pouring the 
powder into my measure, | encountered 
the same situation. The entire inside of

Old smokeless nitro cellulose 
powders do deteriorate and the free acid 
can attack the metal cans. The brown 
dust could be both rust and nitrous ox- 
ide (NOz), a poisonous substance. 
Although | have used powders in this 
condition for non-critical loads, my 
recommendation is that it be disposed of 
by scattering on the lawn. 

Powders can be several years old by 
the time you receive them. So, anytime 
you find no ether smell and brown dust 
or gas it would be wise to get rid of that 
can. 

We will print this letter in Precision 
Shooting and hope that anyone with ad- 
ditional information will volunteer.

Paul Olewine was the leader until the 
last match on the second day of com- 
petition by leading Tony Hidalgo with 
the narrow margin of two X’s. Both of 
these veteran shooters went clean on 
Saturday at 100 yards but moving out to 
200 yards should quickly widen the gap. 

Tension started to build. Would the 
handcrafted 6 mm bullet by Paul out- 
shoot the mass produced 30 caliber 
being used by Tony? Would velocity be 
a greater advantage than bullet weight? 
The 200 yard range was predicted to 
decide these questions quickly but this 
was not to be the case, at least in any 
decisive manner. 

At the end of match 4 on the second 
day of shooting both shooters were tied. 
The outcome was clearly to be decided 
by fate rather than gunsmiths, bullet 
makers, optics or marksmen. The fifth 
and final match went to Tony who was 
down only one point as opposed to 
Paul’s three points. Paul had a total of 21 
X’s and Tony had 18, but matches are 
won by points and not X’s. We convey 
our congratulations to Tony Hidalgo as 
the new 1979 Hunter Rifle Champion. 


Regardless of who won, both men did 
a superb job of shooting in switching 
wind and changing mirage. It was a 
pleasure to have been on the same relay 
with these men and ‘‘scope’’ their 
targets. 

But which caliber is best? Variables 
are numerous and confusing. Now 
seems to be a good time to apply the ad- 
vice of an early mentor - never say al- 
ways or never!!

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More on the Longo 
Powder Measure Conversion 


Dear Editor: 

| just saw the item in the October issue 
of Precision Shooting regarding the 
alteration to prevent rusting in the 
Longo conversion of the Lyman 55 
Powder measure, and | thought an addi- 
tional word of caution might be called 
for. That is, that some types of clear lac- 
quer may be attacked by the fumes from 
some powders, softening the lacquer 
and causing far greater a powder stick- 
ing problem than rust ever would. 
Perhaps Ed is aware of this and has 
chosen an appropriate lacquer; others, 
trying the conversion themselves, might 
not be, and could run into trouble. 

Some years back | broke the plastic 
reservoir on my Redding measure and 
replaced it with a piece of brass tubing. 
To preserve the nice brass gleam, | gave 
the new reservoir a coat of clear spray 
lacquer. | don’t remember the type or 
brand. | had no problems until recently. | 
left some Unique stand overnight in the 
measure and in the morning a thick 
‘fur’ of powder was glued to the inside 
of the reservoir. Only the lacquered sur- 
faces were affected-the bare steel was 
just fine. | had to remove the tube and 
clean it with carburetor cleaner. 


| don’t know the potential for trouble 


with other powders or lacquers, but it’s 
worth keeping in mind.
